G.S.R. 2172, — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 22 of the Textiles 
Committee Act, 1963 (41 of 1963), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Textiles Committee Rules, 1966, the same 
having been previously published as required by sub-section (1) of the said 
section, namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the Textile Committee (Third Amendment) Rules, 
1969. 

2. In the Textiles Committee Buies, 1965 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules), in rule 13, in clause (b) of sub-rule (3), after clause (iii) of the proviso 
the following clause shall be Inserted, namely: — 

" Iv) a member shall be entitled to draw actual rail fare by airconditioned 
coach or air fare if the Chairman or in his absence the Vice-Chair- 
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man is satisfied that his habitual mode of travel in respect of jour- 
neys not connected with the performance of his official duties is by 
air-conditioned coach or by air, as the case may be.” 

3. After rule 32 of the said rules, the following rules shall be added, namely: 

“33. Powers of Committee. — (1) Subject to the provisions of rules 29, 30 and 
36, the Committee may, by resolution, sanction any expenditure or 
enter into any contract involving expenditure from the Fund in the 
discharge of its functions under the Act: 

Provided that the Committee shall not sanction any expenditure or enter 
into any contract involving such expenditure in excess of the budget 
allotments: 


Provided further that the Committee shall not enter into any contract in- 
volving an expenditure In excess of two lakhs of rupees, or extending 
over a period of three years, without the previous approval of the 
Central Government: 


Provided also that the Central Government may, having regard to the need 
of the occasion, by writing, authorise the Committee to enter into 
contracts involving expenditure in excess of the sum or contracts 
exceeding the period specified in the preceding proviso. 

(2) The Committee shall have power to write off in any individual case 

losses upto two thousand rupees. 

(3) The Committee may incur expenditure outside India upto an amount 

not exceeding five thousand rupees on each individual item. 

(4) The Committee may create such posts and make appointments thereto 

as may be necessary for the efficient performance of its functions: 

Provided that posts carrying a salary of more than Rs. 950 per mensem 
shall not be created without the previous sanction of the Central 
Government and that appointments to such posts shall be duly report- 
ed by the Committee to the Central Government, immediately after 
such appointments are made. 


34. Delegation of Powers to Chairman and Vice-Chairman— The Committee 
may, by a resolution, delegate its powers under sub-rule (1) of rule 
33 to the Chairman and the Vice-Chairman to the extent it considers 
expedient. 


30. Powers and duties of Secretary. — (1) The Secretary shall work under 
the general control of the Chairman or in his absence the Vice- 
who ma V delegate to h}m such powers and duties as the 
committee may consider necessary.

Provided that the previous approval of the Central Government shall not 
be necessary in a re-appropriation between the heads (i) ‘Pay of 
Officers’ 

(ii) ‘Pay of Establishment’ 

(iii) ‘Travelling and other Allowances’, and 

(iv) ‘Other Charges re lating to stationery, printing, postage, telephone and 
rent’.

(3) The Committee may sanction re-appropriation between different sub- 

heads within a head of expenditure. 

(4) No re-appropriation to meet any expenditure relating to a new service 

not contemplated in the budget estimates shall be made except with 
the previous approval of the Central Government. 

37 . Provident Fund for the employees of the Committee. — (1) The Com- 
mittee shall establish and maintaih a Contributory Provident Fund 
for the benefit of its employees and require them to subscribe to the 
Fund. 

Provided that any employee of the Committee whose services have been 
lent by the Central Government or a State Government shall conti- 
nue to be governed toy the conditions of service in regard to provident 
fund which apply to him under the rules governing his service under 
the Central Government or the State Government, as the case may be. 

(2) The Provident Fund shall be administered by an ad hoc Committee 
which will act as Trustees of the Fund. The Committee shall make 
regulations regarding the administration custody and Investments of 
the Fund, Such regulations shall be effective only after they have 
been sanctioned by the Central Government. The Central Govern- 
ment, in sanctioning these regulations, may amend, vary or rescind 
any regulation which appears to it to be necessary.”

— In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 10 of the Indian 
Wireless Telegraphy Act, 1933 (17 of 1933), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Indian Wireless Telegraphy 
(Possession) Rules, 1965, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Wireless Telegraphy (Possession) 
Amendment Rules, 1969. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Wireless Telegraphy (Possession) Rules, 1065 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said rules), the following may be inserted as sub-paras below 
the existing rule 8: — 

“(e) Wireless telegraphy apparatus in the possession of such agencies of the 
Central Government or State Government, courts of law, the police, 
the customs and excise authorities, in the course of the discharge of 
their official duties; 

(f) Wireless telegraphy apparatus in the possession of a carrier of goods, 

including the Railways, or an agent on behalf of the owner of the 
apparatus: Provided that the apparatus shall not be used for any pur- 
pose whatsoever and shall remain with the carrier or the agent for 
the purpose of carrying the apparatus from one place to another;

G.S.R. 2200. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulat- 
ing the method of recruitment to certain Class II (Gazetted) posts in the 
Jawaharlal Institute of Post-graduat.' Medical Education and Research, Pondi- 
cherry, namely : — 

1 . Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Jawahar- 
lal institute of Post-graduate Medical Education and Research, Pondicherry,

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post specified in column 1 
of the schedule annexed to these rules. 

— Number of post, its classification 
and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
the said Schedule. 

4. Method of Recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc. — The method of re 
cruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall 
be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in case of Scheduled Castes /Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the general orders issued by the Central Govern- 
ment from time to time. 
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Disqualifications. — (1) No person who has more than one wife living or, 
who having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void 
by reason of its taking place during the lifetime of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for- appointment'. 

(2) No woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who 
has a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment 
to the said post. 

(3) The Central Government may, if it is satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.— -Where tho Central Government is of the. opinion that it 
is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of 
person.

(2) No woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for appointment to the 
said post. 

(3) The Central Government may, if it is satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, and for reasons to be recorded 
in writing and in consultation with the union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect of any class or category of 
persons,
